“He seems to be running 
against the' insdcudon,”' Simpson ' 
said. “He knows there isn’t any 
comipdon going on up here.” 

Simpson questioned Stubbs’ 
sincerity on campaign finance 
reform - including a b^ill to force 
candidates to seek 'the permis- 
sion of their contributors l^orc 
transfe^rring money from their- 
campaign war chests to other 
candidates.- _ .

Simpson trial jury starts over after judge dismisses woman member ' 


SANTA MONICA, Calif. (AP) 
— Three ^ays.of deliberations in .. 
the O.J. Simpson trial were * 
■ ^rapped and the jury was forced 
to start over Friday after the only 
black woman on the panel was 
removed for misconduct. 

Sources said Rosemary Carii- 
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way, 62, was dismissed from the 
civil ease for failing to disclose 
during jury selection that her., 
daughter works for the district 
attorney’s office that prosecuted 
Sinip^n at his murder triaL 
The disclosure jironipicd a 
jgjucst from Simpsoi^s lawyers 
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for a mistrial and a move by the 
"plaintiffs to scqut^cr the jury for 
the rest of its deliberations. The . 
judge turned down both motions.

New type of black box 
may shed light on crash 


. DETROIT (AP) — 
Investigators searching for the 
cause of the Comair commuter 
plane crash that killed 29 people 
are looking at -flight data 
recorders that offer more dues. 

_ The plane that crashed Jan, 9 
south of Detroit held a new gen- 
eration of the so-called black 
boxes, capable of recording more 
measurements before a crash 
— and more likely to retain that' 
information afterward. 

All flight data recorders mea- 
sure information such as a 
plane’s airspeed, altitude and 
;r-hcading. The more advanced 
recorders .take additional rcad- 
mgs, which vary but can indude 
en^c speed and the position of 
throttle levers and wing control 
. surfaces. . '. 

“The better recorder, the more 
parameters ... the clearer Infor- 
.motion we con gdt and the better 
picture we can develop of what 
happened,” said Paul Schlamm 
. of the National Transportation 
Safety Board. ■ 

The digital flight data recorder 
on Comair Flight 3272 recorded 
28 pammctcis and the position of 
50 switches. That compares with 
19 parameters recorded on.
